WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Since our last Review the country has been treated 
to good growing weather, as a rule, the drouth having 
been broken in most sections by beneficial rains. In fact, 
a remarkably cool spell, for the time of the year, suc- 
ceeded the hot, dry weather, some sections finding it ab- 
normally cold. P 

In this immediate great tomato canning section good 
rains have given the growing tomato plants an excellent 
start forward. Many fields which would have been a 
complete failure with a few more days of the drouth 
now have some chance to mature a crop, but much re- 
planting will be necessary to fill out the fields, and it will 
take good weather from now on to bring them up to 
normal. That the intended acreage has been consider- 
ably cut is certain, for it is now too late to plant and 
expect results, even if the plants were available. The 
1914 acreage in the Tri-State territory will be short of the 
1913 under any conditions, and the extent of the ultimate 
shortage will depend upon the amount of rain ana sea- 
sonable weather we have during this month of July. 
Counting the plants which will not operate this season, 
owing to the low prices of spots and absence of future 
sales, in connection with this reduction it can reasonably 
be figured that the reduction this season is close to 25 
per cent. from last year’s acreage. 

Indiana is in about the same condition as the Tri- 
State territory, as her acreage was cut short by the dry, 
hot weather, which prevented the growers geting out 
their whole acreage, and killed off many of the plants 
set out. The acreage and prospects there can also be 
written down as 75 per cent. of normal. And in speaking 


of Indiana the condition should be extended to cover 
Ohio. 
rains, which have been of much benefit. 


In all this section the past week has seen good 
Taking the entire 
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tomato canning sections of the Central West, as we have 
before pointed out, the actual acreage is 33 1-3 per cent. 
less than last season, and as the prospects are not for 
over 75 per cent. of a yield on this basis, the situation 
looks strong. Of course, ideal weather conditions may 
raise the percentage of the yield, but cannot change the 
total in acreage. 

The corn acreage of this eastern section may be writ- 
ten down as approximately the same as in 1913, but the 
condition of the crop is far below last season’s. The dry 
weather coming just after the corn had been pianted 
caused a low percentage of germination, and the ants and 
cut worms have done some damage. Since the recent 
rains the corn looks better, but it is small and backward. 
The same market conditions which caused a reduction in 
the number of canneries running on tomatoes this season 
has affected the corn situation, and it is not to be ex- 
pected that the pack can equal last season’s, from present 
indications. 

Throughout the great corn-packing States of the 
West, as we have before stated, the acreage was heavily 
cut, but they have had better weather conditions, and the 
crop is now in about a normal state, with indications for 


a full yield on the acreage. Compared with 1911, there is 
only about one-third the acreage, according to reports 
from numerous sections and in which we have full confi- 
dence, so that if the yield equaled that record year the 
pack would of necessity be but one-third its size. The sit- 
uation in corn is stronger than the market is willing to 
believe, but it is rather the general dullness of all»busi- 


ness that holds down an activity that would otherwise be 
present. In the West and in New York State they have 
sold well of futures, and the packers are not worried as 
to the surplus that may be packed. 

In peas the eastern pack of but 50 per cent. has been 
duplicated in the West in all sections, with the exception 
of those pea packing localites borderng upon the great 
lakes. Wisconsin has largely finished her early pack of 


Alaskas, and finds the yield far below expectations and 
last year’s record. Some sections there are just com- 
mencing this pack, but have no reason to look for a full 
vield, as the crop was hurt badly just at blossoming time. 
Sweet peas promise better in Wisconsin. In New York 
State the pack has just commenced, but it is reliably re- 


ported that 75 per cent. of an average yield and pack will 
be about the result. The early peas have proven to be 
below an average pack, and it must depend upon weather 
for the result of the late ones. 

In this market the demand and inquiry for canned 
foods has shown some improvement during the week, the 
orders coming from all sections of the country, but it is 
evident that it is bare floors that are driving the buyers 
into the market; for there is a determination not to buy 
more than for immediate needs. 

The inuiry and demand for string beans of the new 
packing have been good, as the crop and pack so far are 
light. This market is well cleaned up. No material 
changes in prices are quoted.

In tomatoes there has been much anxiety shown on 
the part of brokers to place orders for future standard to- 
matoes at 72%c., and the rumor factory has been busy 
sending out tales of 70c. accepted. In no instance can 
this be verified, and it is rare indeed when anyone can be 
found who has accepted 72%c., for all packers are asking 
75c. and refusing to consider contracts for any amount 
below that figure. Even at 75c. the packer is not wise to 
accept such orders, for the goods would seem to be well 
worth 80c. at least. 

In spot tomatoes more rumors of sales at 70c. for 
standards have been going the rounds, but here again 
probably 72™%c. is the lowest price accepted for stancard 
goods and the market is quoted at 75c. 

Small fruits, pineapple, etc., have all been in fair in- 
quiry, and some business transacted. This market has 
felt the call for cherries, as the California crop and pack 
are said to be short of requirements. Standard white 
cherries are quoted at 85c. in water, and for extras anc 
fancy in’ syrup from $1.10 to $1.25. 

Herring roe is a scarce article on this market, and 
has advanced to high prices, No, 2 being quoted from 
$1.40 to $1.50, but the price is a nominal one with the 
holder. 

The canning houses have about finished on berries, 
blackberries, however, coming in now for a full share of 
attention. It is rumored that some factories may start 
on early tomatoes next week, as there are quite good re- 
ceipts coming to market from Southern points. If so it 
will be more to keep the hands employed than for any 
other reason.

Some Safety Measures In Canneries 


Ways and means of providing against personal injuries to emplyees—Valuable suggestions 


—Places to be guarded and means of doing so.

The last report by the Bureau of Census (1909) upon the canning 
and preserving industry, records 3764 plants in operation in this coun- 
try, employing in all capacities 71,972 persons. It is estimated from 
this latter figure, and from others given concerning wage-earners, that 
there were about 65,000 actually engaged in some part of the manufac- 
turing processes and that they, have increased to about 75,000 at this 
time. 

In February of this year a circular letter was sent to the members 
of the National Canners’ Association, making certain inquiries relative 
to the frequency and character of accidents occurring in canneries. 
Responses were received from 318 firms, representing about 400 plants 
und employing a total of 49,585 persons. 

As usual, it is the largest and busiest packers who have taken the 
time and trouble to make the replies. In other words, about one-nintb 
of all the packers, employing, however, nearly two-thirds of the per- 
sons in canning plants, showed their interest. 


It was known at the time that only a part of those to whom the 
circular was ‘addressed would make reply and that tne data would be 
incomplete, but it was felt that a sufficient amount would become avail- 
able to indicate where most accidents occur, and that it would furnish 
au basis for study of preventive measures during the season. 


The movement \among many lines of manufacture is to make the 
industry bear the burden of its accidents by the enacting of employers’ 
liability laws. Some of the states have already enacted laws of this 
character and many others will undoubtedly follow sooner or later. In 
these general laws, ‘the canner will be affected the same as any other 
manufacturer, and he must then exercise the special precautions neces- 
sarily rquired fer his particular line. The effect of the different ‘state 
laws is very noticeable in the character of the replies received to the 
inquiry. For example, a comparison of three reports involving almost 
the sume number of employees in each (1200), one from a section having 
practically no liability laws reports no accidents, one from a 
state having good factory inspection, but a mild liability law, reports 
three serious and forty-two minor accidents, while the third, from a 
state with rigid liability laws, reports 131 minor accidents. ‘The same 
observation was made on he small numbers repeaedly. It is not 
probable that here were any great differences in the number of acci- 
dents but that the management takes cognizance of them in a different 
way. If the employer is to share the expense in loss of time in doc- 
tor’s Balls or sees possible prospective damages from injury he makes 
it mandatory that all accidents be reported even though they cause no 
loss of time and little personal inconvenience. Several firms, in com- 
menting upon the number of minor accidents, stated that only first-aid 
dressing had been necessary and in some other cases a change of work, 
for a few days until the employee was ready to resume the regular 
duties. The assistance, though small, was accepted as an interest in the 
personal welfare of the employee that in most cases resulted in good re- 
turns. 

Though the number of firms reporting is small and incomplete, 
there seems to be sufficient grounds for drawing the conclusion that the 
number of accidents in canneries is not large considering the seasonal 
character of the work, and the lack of training which must necessarily 
result when large numbers are brought together for only a short time. 
The number of serious accidents is very small, in fact, so infrequent 
that there might be justification for a special investigation of liability 
insurance rates to determine whether these might be decreased, as has 
been done with the fire insurance. 

The numbers of firms reporting accidents of some kind was 155. 
Those reporting no accidents, 158; the numbers seemingly evenly divided, 
but the number of persons employed by the latter was only about 30 
per cent. of that of the former. Those reporting no accidents stated that 
they had none, or that they were trivial, or only such as would occur 
in the employee’s own home. There can be no doubt that if they were 
operating under a rigid employers’ liability law, that cognizance would 
be taken of many of these cases. 

Many of the large industrial organizations are giving attention to 
the matter of safety as an economic measure and go much further in 
providing methods of prevention and of assistance than has been recom- 
mended in any state. The efforts have been eminently satisfactory to 
both employer and employee. 

This brief bulletin has been based upon a summary of the replies 
received to the communication in the spring. There has been no at- 
tempt made to cover the subject, not even to take it up in a systematic 


manner. The inspecting of boilers, steam pipe lines, etc., guarding of 
dynamos and motors, insulating of electric wiring and switches, etc., 
have been purposely omitted. Only the more obvious points have been 
selected and discussed briefly with the idea of giving sufficient hints to 
superintendents to work out the details in their own plants. 


Burns. 

The most frequent accidents reported are burns, or scalds, due to 
exposed steam pipes, exhaust boxes, retorts, and to escaping steam from 
cookers, etc. 

Where steam pipes enter exhaust boxes, retorts, or Jacketed-kettles, 
or are exposed within reach of employees, they should be protected or 
insulated. It does not follow that the whole steam pipe system should 
be insulated, though this may be an economy, but those portions which 
may be reached or which are likely to be struck by the hand or arm, 
should be protected. This may be done by the regular insulating 


material, by boxing with wood, or by covering with wire netting. 
Pipes out of ordinary reach, but which might be taken hold of at some 
time, should be painted red or other distinctive color, as a danger 
signal. 


Steam pipes leading to retorts which are properly installed. The 
same kind of protection may be given to pipes leading to blanch- 


ers, preserve and syrup kettles. 


The uncovered galvanized iron exhaust box is the cause of a rather 
unexpectedly large number of burns, due to two reasons: First, un- 
wittingly placing the hand on ‘some part and; Second, trying to relieve 
a choked condition too soon after turning off the steam. Some exhaust 
boxes are covered with wood to avoid the unnecessary radiation of 
heat and thus overcome, in part, the first criticisms. These boxes can be 
guarded by railing along the sides but more effectively by frames of 
wire netting, set a couple of inches from the sides and covering the 
portion of the top that may be reached, and also by painting them red 
to call attention to danger. The burns due to removing chokes can only 
be avoided by using ordinary intelligence and delaying action until the 
box has cooled to a point of safety. The same precautions should be 
used to protect against burns from pea blanchers. The burns from 
pipes, exhaust box, and blanchers are usually minor in character, 
involving the finger tips, hands, or some part of the arm. They are 
usually painful, but ordinarily do not incapacitate from work. The 
burns occurring from the retort and process tanks are for the most 
part due to personal carelessness, as opening the retort before the 
blow-off has been completed, and hoisting the crate out with a jerk, 
causing scalding water to be thrown upon the helper or slopped or 
splashed upon the floor. Burns from these causes can only be averted 
by careful superintendence. 
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Test the Retorts. 


There are other accidents, however, of serious character, that de- 
mand safety devices. The inquiry shows that on an average, at least 
one retort blows up each year. With each one there is the possibility 
of either the loss of life, or serious burns, and these have happened 
several times. First of all, the retort should be thoroughly inspected 
at regular intervals for safety, and this should include a hydrostatic 
test of at least ten pounds above the working pressure. The safety 
valves should be lifted each day. If the steam pressure is not auto- 
matically controlled there should be a reducing valve in the main line 
to hold the pressure below the safety limit. Hand control of tempera- 
ture has a human element of forgetfulness, and although the operation 
may be carried out faithfully many hundreds of times, there is the pos- 
sibility of relaxation. The automatic controller adds a distinct element 
of safety as well as insuring more uniform cooking. The fact that 
there has been only an occasional explosion attests more to the care 
exercised in building retorts than that in their actual operation. 

The blowing out of gaskets is occasionally the cause of a burn and 
for the most part can be avoided by the same precautions already cited. 
‘fhe direction of the blow-off, vent valve, etc., are details that need only 
to be called to one’s attention to have the discharge of steam turned in 
such a direction as not to strike an employee. One precaution which 
should accompany an installation of retorts or cookers, is that the floor 
should be made to slope toward the cooker for a distance of two feet 
or more, and that it should be covered with a grating. This is for the 
purpose of holding any hot water which may be thrown out in boiling 
or in hoisting crates of cans. 

The long open bath, such as the Dixon cooker, should be guarded 
aut the sides to prevent any one from falling in. This may appeal to 
some canners as being absurd, but the records show both loss of life 
and limb from neglect of this precaution. This can be done by frames 
which can be raised and lowered without interfering with any working 
operation. 

In Preserving Plants. 

Burns from preserve or syrup kettles are usually due to splashing of 
contents in boiling. This may be avoided, in a large measure, on small 
kettles by using cylinders of the same diameter as the kettle and about 
one foot in height. These cylinders are attached to a pulley and raised 
und lowered in position when needed. They have proven to be very ef- 
fective in the factories where used. e . 

The jacketed preserve-kettle, like the retorts and boilers, should 
be inspected at intervals by an engineer. Each kettle should have its 
own safty valve and these should be opened daily to insure against 
sticking. 

A number of burns were also reported from the dipping of the 
capping steel or soldering copper in the acid can. *These burns have 
been small and occurred on the back of the hands or on the face. 
They have been accompanied by unusual scarring; one report in par- 
ticular states that a small burn below the lower eye caused a cicatrix 
und permanent disfiguration, and others as leaving unusually promi- 
nent marks. A protector against such accidents is to place a shield 
of tin above and on the near side of the acid can. Burns from the 
gas or gasoline firepots and capping machines seem to be of rare oc- 
currence. 

The atention to all small burns may seem to be trivial, too, trivial 
for some superintendents and cannery operators. If they are trivial, 
it will take only a few minutes to cleanse the parts and to give a 
proper dressing, the healing then being only a matter of a very short 
time. But trivial burns are prone to become infected from neglect and 
cause scars, or disfigurement, or to become infected with erysipelas and 
sepsis or pus. One “trivial” burn in the palm of the hand became 
septic and necessitated the amputation of an arm. All serious burns 
should receive the immediate attention of a physician.

CANNED FOOD THE GOAT. 


“Family Poisoned by Canned Foods.’’ Under this title a 
Louisville, eKintucky, daily published an article on March 9, 
1914, alleging that eleven members of an Italian family were 
poisoned after eating canned goods. 

By investigation, the Bureau of Publicity of the National 
Canners’ Association learned from the attending physician 
that he had diagnosed the illness as Lactotoxine, caused by 
poisonous cheese, and that he had been informed that no 
canned foods had been eaten. 


A corrected publication was made March 13th, 1914, en- 
titled ‘“‘Blame Cheese for Illness,”’ after Messrs. McAlister and 
Mann of Louisville had submitted to the editor a synopsis of 
the Bureau’s investigation.

NEW CANNERY OF THE COBB PRESERVING CO. 


(From the Fairfield Herald) 


In line with its settled and well known policy of producing 
canned foods under the most favorable, up-to-date and modern 
sanitary conditions, the Cobb Preserving Co. have well toward 
completion their new canning plant, which makes a valuable 
addition to their facilities, and incidentally adds to the im- 
portance of Fairport as a center of the canning industry for 
that section. 

The new building, which is one ample story in height, 
136 by 66 feet and 8 inches, built by the Dollard Construction 
Co., of Syracuse, is a model of convenience, utility and cleanli- 
ness in the preparation of canned foods. The outside is of red 
brick ,and the interior is of white pressed brick, which is ab- 
solutely sanitary, perfectly smooth and solid, so that not even 
red ink can penetrate, but can easily be washed off. 

The entire floor is of concrete, laid in several sections, 
each of which slopes to a trapped sewer outlet, thus allowing 
for quick drainage of the whole floor after washing with hose. 

Ribbed glass windows, set in steel, cover all available 
space at the sides, making the entire factory practically light 
as day. Fire danger is reduced to a minimum by the steel and 
concrete construction, and five-ply roofing, covered with slag- 
construction, covers the entire building. On the main floor 
are two drinking fountains, one for the women and one for the 
men, and the factory is supplied with both Fairport and Lake 
Ontario water. Provision is made for several lines of shaft- 
ing and automatic conveyors, and the installation of new 
special machinery, which has already begun to arrive. 

The syrup room is located in the upper portion of the 
south side of the building, and in this, equally as much care 
has been exercised to have everything perfectly sanitary and 
convenient. The syrups are prepared in porcelain tubs, and 
run to the filling machines by gravity. A steel arch bridge 


connects the syrup room with the jam manufacturing building 
to the south. 


A concrete loading and unloading platform extends along 
the entire south side of the building and this 1s covered by a 
steel canopy roof, which extends eight feet over the gravel 
driveway and the scales. In case of rain, it will afford pro- 
tection to farmers driving in to unload fruit, ete. The build- 
ing is also connected with the tin can storage building to the 


southwest by a covered chute through which the small cars 
of cans can be run easily. a 


There is a fire wall at each end and the doors also are 
fire proof. The ventilation is by means of automatic wind 
ventilators at the top. The building is to be heated by steam, 
and the contract guarantees that it will be heated to 70 de- 
grees in zero weather. The level of the new building is con- 
siderably higher than the adjoining buildings, and necessitated 
a little extra construction in the power house to get the shaft- 
ing at he proper height. It is the plan of the company to re- 
place the next building east with one similar to this one, per- 
haps next year. : 

The comfort and convenience of the employes are well 
provided for along with the new work. The employees will 
enter the factory at the west, and as they pass in will “ring 
in’’ on time recorders, one for the men and one for the women. 
Comfortable quarters for the women are being fitted up 
directly over the offices, where will be a cloak room, rest room, 
hospital room, and toilet rooms for the women, all refurnished 
and fitted with the latest and best conveniences. The women 
will be given work at the west end of the factory, and the 
men at the east end. The men’s wash and toilet rooms are 
at the southwest corner of the factory. The plant is to be 
lighted by electricity for evening and night work, current 
being purchased from the village. A four-foot cement walk 
will lyead from the canal bridge past the sheds and offices to 
the new factory, and there is being built a new paymaster’s 
office close to this walk, and connecting with the main offices.

A cross walk across the street from East Church street, to the 
bridge to connect with this new walk being built seems to be 
a necessity, and the construction of it is being considered by 
the board of village trustees. . ; 

A new walk is being laid by the company rrom the bridge 
to the quarters of the Polish employees at the north of the 
plant, and these quarters have been thoroughly renovated and 
disinfected and painted to be in readiness for them when they 
arrive. In these buildings are 40 apartments, two sleeping 
rooms to each. Considerable filling has been done about the 
buildings, Lake Ontario water put in, and the company ex- 
pects to have the entire section well lighted by electricity at 
night. 

The company is looking forward to a good canning sea- 
son, the first work to be done on strawberries, which are ex- 
pected soon after the middle of June. This is one of the busy 
places of Fairport during the season, and the long and hon- 
orable career of the Cobb Preserving Co. has placed it among 
the very best of the canner’s products being second to none. 
It is a fine opportunity for the farmers in this vicinity that 
they have right at home a good market for the goods canners 
can use, with a firm that is as solid as Gibraltar. 

The products of the Cobb Preserving Co. find their way all 
over the United States and to foreign contries, the company 
now being engaged among other things in filling a large ex- 
port order. When the Herald reporter visited the plant Mon- 
day they were getting ready for shipment several large orders 
of jams of numerous varieties that are to go into several dif- 
ferent states the next two weeks.

Tomatoes are very late, with a short acreage and poor stand. 
Sweet potatoes are in about the same condition, and it is too 
early to tell about squash as we are just pianting. On ac- 
count of the late setting out of tomato plants we expect a 
short crop. Some sections are being troubled with cut worms, 
oe — is not general. The average price of tomatoes is $9

The Canning Trade.—Our acreage of tomatoes is about 
the same as usual and the condition of the crop and prospects 
are both good. Normally we get about 7 tons to the acre and 
are paying this year $9 per ton.

Quit a number of confidential reports from New Jersey 
say that the tomato acreage of the State is short on account 
of the long drouth during tomato planting time, and also from 
this cause that the crop is now very backward. Good weather 
from now on, with plentiful rains, would cause it to make 
up much of the lost time these writers point out, but that 
remains to be seen. 

Confidential reports from the heart of New York State’s 
pea packing section say that the pea crop is looking fairly 
well, with prospects of 75 per cent. of an average pack. Pack- 
ing commenced on June 30th in some sections, but they have 
been having abnormally cool weather in most of the localities.

_. The Canning Trade—We have just finished canning peas 
with a pack 50 per cent of normal, but of very fine quality. 

In corn and tomatoes the outlook is very discouraging. 
The acreages of both are 25 per cent. less than normal, with 
a poor stand of corn and the dry weather has killed a great 
many tomato plants. From the present outlook we have pros- 
pects for about 50 per cent. of what we packed last season.

The Canning Trade—We look at the tomato crop from the 
catsup makers’ standpoint, and consider that the acreage here- 
abouts is about normal, with the conditions of crop and pros- 
pects good. The tomatoes in this immediate locality are grow- 
ing’ nicely. 

Confidential information from a writer in Indiana says 
that his pea and tomato acreages are the same as last year, 
but that his corn acreage is 100 per cent. larger than last sea- 
son, but at that only 50 per cent. of 1912. His pea pack, which 
was almost finished at the time of writing, June 29th, was 
but 45 per cent. of last year’s. The drouth caught the pea 
crop, but both corn and tomatoes are good at this time. 

Other reports show that the corn crop in Indiana and 
Ohio is not doing well because of the severe arouth, some can- 
ners reporting that the corn has laid in the ground for two to 
three weeks without sprouting, and the chances for a crop 
from this are naturally very slim. In other western corn can- 
ning States, on reports as we go to press, the condition is 
better, but on a considerably shortened acreage. 

In Wisconsin, Michigan, Minnesota and upper Illinois the 
pea crop seems to be doing well, with prospects of a nearly nor- 
mal yield and pack, this summary being made from reports 
just at hand. In all other pea packing sections the pack is 
about over and shows a heavy cut from last season’s total, 
amounting in general to 50 per cent. The first mentioned 
States with New York, will have to furnish the peas for 
the next year to come. 

Confidential reports from the same writers as above show 
a very considerably reduced tomato acreage, owing to the dry 
hot weather at planting time, and indications at this time 
do not warrant an expectation of over 75 per cent. of a crop 
of tomatoes throughout the entire country with the western | 
acreage heavily cut.

The Market.—Conditions are not much different from 
what they were last week, excepting a trifle increase in easi- 
ness seems to have developed in tomatoes. Moyement in other 
leading varieties has not increased as holders would have 
been glad to see. This is, of course, partly due to the season 
and partly due to the indifference of buyers, which often de- 
velops about this time of year. They take only what they 
need for every-day requirements, leaving the stocking for 
future necessities for the future. In the main holders have re- 
mamined firm in their views regardless of this fact. But there 
has been, so far as one may judge from circumstances which 
show on the surface, no concerted attempt to hammer down 
prices. Nearly all buyers are conservative, preferring to go 
on the hand-to-mouth plan rather than purchase so much 
that they will have stock at high prices when the crops indi- 
eate liberal outputs at low prices. They are not looking for 
losses in the future, and largely for this reason refuse to buy, 
excepting when their supplies are virtually exhausted, or so 
near it that they fear difficulties if they do not restock. 

Tomatoes.—Buyers have been offering only low values, 
and it is reported that sales have been made as low as‘70c. 
factory here and elsewhere during the week. How much busi- 
ness has been done at that figure it is quite impossible to say, 
but persistent reports are to the effect that considerable sales 
have resulted. Nearly all holders ask 72%c., but it is said 
that they do not all get it. The crop reports have had some- 
thing to do with this situation, but the principal feature about 
it probably is the desire of the packers to clear out their old 
stock before the new pack is ready for delivery. For No. 2s 
52%4c. seems to be the figure in packing circles, though there 
are sellers asking as high as 57%c. laid down. Not much 
movement has been reported during the week. Sales of both 
No. 3s and No. 2s have been in small lots only. New Jersey 
51%4-inch cans have been sold at $1.00 factory, but a little 
business has been done as low as 97%c. Movement is some- 
what restricted in each variety. No. 10s are rather easy, and 
sales have been made inside of quotations for small lots. 
Quotations of 2.20 still prevail, but it is said to be possible to 
shade that 5c. without much trouble. Futures are easier, and 
it is possible to buy all sizes 2%c. inside of quotations. Not 
much movement was reported during the week. 

Corn.—The situation has not changed materially from 
last week. Business is done principally in small lots, though 
buyers are somewhat indifferent about the standards and ex- 
tra standard grades have been easy, with almost no interest 
beyond satisfying the routine demand. Quotations on fancy 
Maine are largely nominal in the absence of demand. Ordi- 
nary grades in Southern corn are freely offered at the factory 
at 60c. Some business has been done at 57%%c. factory. A 
moderate interest only is noted in future corn, and sales dui- 
ing the week have been very light. Crop conditions are rather 
better than a week ago, but the weather has not pushed the 
growth along as fast as most growers hoped to see after the 
cold wave of the early part of June disappeared. 

Peas.—Petit pois are firm for old pack, based upon 1.80@ 
1.90 f. o. b. factory. Extra sifted Junes have sold fairly well 
at $1.22%a1.25 factory, but stock at $1.05 factory is dull. 
Plenty of standard stock can be bought at 65@70c. factory, 
but this grade doesn’t seem to be wanted. Reports from the 
West and up-state are more favorable for the early pack, but 
the impression seems to be now that no surplus over contracts 
will be left on No. 1s and No. 2s. The promise for sweet peas 
is considered good. 

String Beans.—The market rules strong on No. 1s, 2s and 
3s Refugees, old pack, under small holdings. Buyers are 
waiting deliveries on contracts and no business is in progress 


excepting on such lots as are required for immediate wants. 
New pack Southern No. 10s are held at $2.50@2.35 on string- 
less and $2.75 on regular green laid down here. Some lots 
of No. 10 green have been sold at $3.00 delivered. Little call 
is noted for No. 3s and No. 2s f. o. b. factory. The pack is 
likely to be short, it is said, and this has a tendency to make 
sellers conservative. 

Asparagus.—Not much interest is reported, though a 
little buying is done. The prevalence of fresh vegetables has 
a tendency to reduce demand for canned stock in this variety, 
yet holders are firm in their views and refuse to accept reduc- 


tions when offered. The market is quiet with only routine 
movement. 


Spinach.—All stock is held higher and sales are made in 
a small way only. The advance in price has been nearly or 
quite 20@25c. on No. 10s, and few holders are anxious to sell 
even at the higher rates. The spring pack was short and de- 


mand has continued strong most of the season. Buyers would 
take more than sellers will offer even now. 


Succotash.—Little business is noted, though some buyers 
appear insistent upon obtaining as much as they can at present 
values. They profess to see danger in longer delay, saying 
that shortage may lead to exhaustion and that to higher 
prices, or prices so high that they cannot afford to pay the 


figures. Movement is, however, limited to actual require- 
ments. 


Fruits.—A fair business is noted in 1914 California pack 
and sales have been made in a general way at full outside fig- 
ures. Most attention has been devoted to peaches and apri- 
cots. No cherries are available, and other varieties are about 
an average output. Conditions seem to favor sellers rather 


than buyers at the moment, though little advantage is noted 
on either side. 


Apples.—The situation appears to be less favorable, and 
the output promises to be less than was expected a week ago. 
The market for No. 10s shows a wide variation, and the prices 


differ as to seller. The principal packers are holding out for 
$2.25 factory, which would be $2.40 laid down here, though 
there seem to be some sellers who will take orders for ship- 
ment out of 1914 pack at $2.25 delivered here. Spot stock 
moves slowly within the range of prices quoted. 

Cherries.—Baltimore reports a good demand for cherries 
since the shortage in California became so pronounced. The 
present quotations are Water, seconds, red, 60c.; standards, 
85c.; seconds, white, 62%c.; standards, 75c.; No. 2 extra in 
syrup, $1.10; extra preserved fancy, white, $1.20, all f. o. b. 
Baltimore. California has no cherries, hence the demand is 
all going to the South. Thus far they have been able to meet 
it, but the rapid sales would indicate that stocks will be low 
within a short time and buyers may have difficulty in covering 
their needs even there. 

Peaches.—California pack are wanted in No. 2%s and 
sales have been liberal in all grades. Southern pack do not 
seem to be receiving much attention, and business is done only 
in a small way. Unpeeled pies are held steadily at 57%c. and 
75c. f. o. b. Baltimore,while No. 10 pies are held at $2.35 f. o. b. 

Pineapples.—Baltimore pack for prompt shipment is held 
at $1.50 for eyeless and coreless in No. 2 fancy in heavy syrup 
and $1.20 for extra. Extra standard 2s are held at $1.15@ 
1.20, and standard 2s at $1.10. No. 2 broken slices in their 
own juice can be bought at $1.00, and whole slices at $1.05. 
Grated in heavy syrup is held at $1.60 f. o. b. Baltimore, and 
$1.40 for fancy. Extra is quoted at $1.15@1.20. Standard 
No. 2 grated syrup is offered at $1.10, while pie grated are 
held at 45c. for No. 2s, 55c. for No. 3 and 60c. for No. 3 in 
light syrup. No. 10s are held at $1.70.

Strawberries.—It appears from recent reports that the 
strawberry pack in Michigan will be short as well as else- 
where. Irrigated farms in New Jersey had a big crop, but 
most of them were sold to local canners at good prices. None 
of them were permitted to go elsewhere. The output is not 
yet over, so it is impossible to say even approximately what it 
will be, but it promises to be short. 

Blackberries.—The output promises well, and unless a 
severe drought sets in now the pack will be larger than last 
year. Business now is slack, very few having anything left 
from last year, and few buying for delivery out of this sea- 
son’s pack. The market remains firm, but dull, and no one 
buys sufficient to make any difference in prices. 

Raspberries.—Old crop is about exhausted, but it seems 
that a fair output is indicated by the condition of the crop at 
present. Sales are not numerous nor large, though holders 
are firm in their views and generally refuse to accept reduc- 
tions. 

Huckleberries.—The pack in the South is said to promise 
well, and the same observation applies to Maine. But it has 
not yet begun, and it is quite impossible to say with any de- 
gree of accuracy whether or not it will be larger or smaller 
than last year. 

Rhubarb.—The pack in New Jersey is finished, but the 
output was not nearly as large as was expected, and prices are 
consequently higher than they were a year ago. Movement 
is light at present. 

Salmon.—aA good interest seems to prevail in all descrip- 
tions of salmon, even though individual sales are’not large. 
The market remains steady and movement is fairly active. 
The pack of Chinook on the Columbia river seems to be better 
than was expected. While it is impossible yet to determine 
the probable output, the reports from there indicate that the 
pack will run beyond what it was last year. Spot fish is not 
plentiful and prices remain firm. Sockeye is scarce and all 
holders want full prices for what they have to offer. Red 
Alaska remains steady at previous range of quotations. Busi- 
ness is done in small lots, though movement seems to have 
improved somewhat recently. Medium red is held steadily, 
with sales made in about the usual volume. Pinks are un- 
changed, but demand remains about as it has been for the 
past few weeks. Conditions seem to change but littie 1u tnis 
variety. Other fish is held steadily at quotations, but move- 
.ment is relatively light. : 

Sardines.—The pack is still light and sales have been 
made in a small way only at the usual prices. Packers are 
unable to secure raw fish, and business is restricted because of 
this. The run on the coast of Maine is light and apparently 
nothing indicates that it will improve in the near future. 
Fishermen are convinced that the dog fish is driving away 
the herring, and are asking that some effort be made to clear 
the waters of dog fish, if that be possible. The quantity 
packed is now so small that but few orders can be filled from 
day to day. All stock is held firmly up to quotations, but 
movement is light and promises to be so until the run im- 
proves. 

Shrimp.—The pack in the South is light and prices are 
held firmly at outside figures. Conditions are substantially 
the same as they have been heretofore, though the increase in 
demand is likely to clear out everything available within a 
relatively short time. 

Tuna.—The output of the association in California was 
reported at 200,000 cases, but this will be insufficient to sat- 
isfy the demand for this favorite fish. The fact that the 
packers insist upon only the best portion of the fish going into 
the cans is the reason that quality has been so evenly main- 
tained. Nine firms are packing on the California coast now. 
They will hardly be able to supply the demand this coming 
year. 


PICKED UP IN PASSING. 


A good deal of late business is being done for New York 
account in new pack Southern white cherries at $1.00@1.20 
f. o. b. factory for No. 2s. Some packers are reported refusing 
to quote on new pack, pending a better knowledge of the sit- 
uation. The California crop is very short, and this sends 
buyers to the South for their season’s supplies. The crop 
there is better than it is in California, according to the asser- 
tions of dealers who are’ sending letters here, but the supply 
will be exhausted early. 

New York buyers have taken hold of standard and extra 
standard lemon cling peaches in No. 2% cans at opening 
prices. In some instances packers have refused to confirm 
sales unless buyers included in their orders the usual propor- 
tion of other grades, particularly extras. The demand is prin- 
cipally for the two sizes mentioned, and not not many dealers 
are ready to quote on liberal lots under other conditions. 


It is said some brokers in this market have been offering 
1914 pack No. 3 tomatoes, season’s delivery, from factory at 
72%c. f. o. b. In most instances, however, packers are de- 
clining business below 75c. factory. 

Buyers show a good deal of inclination to hold back or- 
ders on California pears and black cherries pending a more 
accurate knowledge of the general situation. The crop and 
pack are still uncertain, and the packer who keeps watch of 
those conditions is a shade uncertain how to proceed for the 
present. 

Fine grades of spot peas have received considerable at- 
tention from jobbers at $1.80@1.90 factory points. In most 
instanecs dealers take only such lots as are required to cover 
wants, pending the arrival of goods on contract out of West- 
ern, Southern and State early pack. According to reports 
recently received, the Western pack is proceeding well, but 
with the percentage of fine grades small. Some sections in 
New York State are said to promise an unusual week. 

Cables to the Tokstad-Burger Company say that bristling 
herring are running more freely in Norway. The quality ¢s 
good, but the yield is small, and few canners can afford to buy. 

A Fredonia, N. Y., canner writes that peas in that vicinity 
are making a healthy growth, but they are more than two 
weeks late. The crop will mature in July, and canners will 
have to work overtime to care for it. 

P. L. Lane, of the C. V. Tower Company, Burlington, Ia., 
spent a day or two in the West Side grocery and canned foods 
trade this week. He reports good crop indications in his lo- 
caiity and an active interest in all lines of the grocery business. 

Alex Mackie, of Glasgow, representing the J. K. Armsby 
Company in that city, is in New York at the company’s head- 
quarters. He reports a growing demand for the company’s 
products in that country. 

A plentiful crop of apples is promised in Maine. Offer- 
ings of Standard No. 10s at $2.25 have been made, but sales 
have not been large. Packers are aiming at better quality 
of goods this year, and are not urging sales, while buyers are 
equally indifferent. During the past week only one car of 
No. 10s has been offered, and on them the price was held at 
$3.25 f. o. b. Portland. No No. 3s are procurable at any price. 

The June dinner of the Maine Canners’ Association took 
place at New Meadows on Friday, June 26. Business is not 
permitted to interfere with pleasure at these dinners, and 
this one was no exception to the rule. 

Frank A. Allinger, of Allinger & O’Neal, a Chicago brok- 
erage firm, has been in New York, making his headquarters 
with the John Gilliam Company.: Mr. Allinger, before begin- 
ning business for himself, was the head of the canned foods 
department of the W. M. Hoyt Company. Mr. O’Neal has had 
long experience in dried fruits. 

George T. Delaney, secretary of Lewis De Groff & Son, 
the well-known wholesale grocery house, accompanied by Mrs. 
Delaney and a party of friends, left early in the week for an 
automobile trip through the Catskills. 

The pack of huckleberries in the South is reported con- 
siderably short of last year. 

One block of 1,000 cases of 1914 pack No. 2 blackberries, 
on fall contracts, was offered at 70c. f. o. b. Southern factory. 

It was said that one state canner of No. 10 apples is offer- 
ing 1914 pack at $2.25 laid down New York. Most packers 
are quoting $2.20@2.25 f. o. b. state factory. 

An advance of 25@30c. is reported in 1914 No. 10 pack 
spinach. The spring pack is light and considerable business 
has been done in all positions. 

Letters from the South say that all sizes of string beans 
are higher. 

Advices from Liverpool say that inquiry for canned fruits 
has been large and liberal contracts have been made for for- 
ward delivery, with large sales for spot delivery as well. One 
letter says a record business has been done in fruits. Peas 
have advanced 9d. in some instances. Apricots are most 
wanted among fruits and prices are higher. 

L. J. Le May, of S. E. Comstock & Co., well-known canned 
foods brokers, of Newark, N. Y., has been at the offices of 
M. W. Houck & Bro. several days this week. 

How serious the dogfish nuisance is along the Maine and 
Nova Scotia coast is shown in conditions at Lunenburg, N. S., 
where fishermen have been driven to take up their nets. 

The last part of the week in New York was somewhat 
dull. Independence Day falling on Saturday, meant that who- 
ever could would get away Friday. It is a two-day outing for 
them, and they hurried through Friday and disappeared as 
early in the day as their business permitted. New York is a 
safe and sane city now, but the growing custom of spending 
the day at some resort takes a great many out of the city, and 
the noise and bustle of the old type of Fourth will not be so 
greatly missed.

Stock taking week in Chicago and jobbers not interested in offerings—All buyers expect 


bumper crops—Stocks on hand low, and future sales by jobbers not covered yet— 


A scramble likely for the finer grades in all lines.

Chicago, July 2nd, 1914. 


This is stock-taking week, and buyers are all inac- 
cessible to the brokers, as they are pricing up their in- 
ventories and either exulting on account of having a small 
stock of canned foods or apologizing and explaining why 
their stock is so large. Most of them are flapping their 
wings and crowing because their stock of canned foods is 
smaller than usual at this time of the year; because they 
all believe that there is going to be a bumper output of all 
kinds of canned foods. No buying is in progress, and 
important buying is not expected even after the stock 
book is posted up and requirements are known. A “hand 
to mouth” policy is the order of the day, because the o:- 
ders are to that effect from the financial departments, and 
buyers themselves are all bears on canned foods. 

Canned Tomatoes.—There is but little buying, as 
wholesalers are determnied to close out their private 
brand goods before taking on any further supplies. 

There are some standard 3s and 2s in warehouse 
here and on the docks belonging to speculators, and the 
brokers representing them are instructed to hold the mar- 
ket and make whatever prices are necessary to make 
sales. 

The quantities are not large, however, and when buy- 
ing does begin next week they will soon be cleared out. 

Futures.—W holesale grocers of Chicago will soon 
have to make some general and important purchases of 
canned foods to fill the future orders which they nave 
taken, and which are largely unprovided for or sold short. 

Their hopes that prices would be much lower are likely 
to be disappointed in this particular, as their future sales 
largely run to high grade and extra standard qualities, 
and there will not be enough of such grades to go all 
around. There will be plenty of standard and sub-stand- 
ard stuff, and prices on it will be low, for even if there 
should be a shortage in the output there has been plenty 
of such grades carried over from the 1913 pack to keep 
the market depressed and prices low. 


Look out for a scramble, however, for extra standard 
and fancy qualities during the next month for private 
labels. 

Canned Peas.—The Indiana pack is made, and is 
short. Many of the canners are delivering the minimum 
percentage on their contract, and it is said that some are 
buying to fill even the minimum. Too much hot weather 
at the wrong time. 

\Visconsin is packing a fine output of peas. The al- 
ternate warm and cold weather and rains have made a 


splendid season for early peas, and the qualities are su- 
perb. Michigan also has had a favorable season, and 
will market a fine lot of canned peas.

ANALYSIS OF AMERICAN FOREIGN TRADE. 


Of great practical value to the American business man 
seeking information regarding foreign markets for the goods 
which he handles or the sources of imported raw materials 
and of goods competing with domestic products are two pub- 
lications presenting details with respect to every important 
article exported from, or imported into, the United States, 


prepared by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
Department of Commerce. 


It is interesting to note, for example, that coffee is now 
supplied almost exclusively by Brazil, Central America, and 
other tropical countries of the Western Hemisphere; that 
sugar, formerly imported in large quantities from Java and 
the sugar-beet countries of Europe, is now chiefly supplied by 
Cuba, the Philippines, and the domestic product including 
Hawaii and Porto Rico; and that champagne shows con- 
stantly diminishing importations as a result of the rapidly 
expanding home output. American factories consume great 
quantities of imported materials, last year’s imports including 
50 million dollars’ worth of fibers, 80 million dollars’ worth 
of raw silk, and 100 million dollars’ worth each of india rubber . 
and hides. These are mere examples of the more than 500 
different classes of articles whose sources are shown in Table 
3 of Commerce and Navigation of the United States, and 
which include such widely varied items as asbestos, beads, 
camphor, human hair, ivory, kapok, rattans, toys, mushrooms 
and zinc. 

Of even more interest to the American producer is Table 
6, exports of merchandise from the United States to each 
foreign country, from which may be ascertained those parts of 
the world in which our raw materials, foodstuffs, and manu- 
facturers are being successfully sold and those yet to be 
entered. Thus, while the iron and steel industry exports 
goods to every important country, with sales over 300 mil- 
lion dollars in value per annum, and the automobile industry 
is making each year a new high record, the cotton record, the 
cotton-manufacturing industry exports less than 60 million 


dollars’ worth of its products each year, mostly to the non- 
manufacturing countries of Asia and America. 


The distribution abroad of the less conspicuous articles . 


of commerce is also indicated in table 6. Atnietic and sport- 
ing goods, breakfast foods, aeroplanes, motion picture films, 
cement, chewing gum, confectionery, and teeth are typical 
items chosen at random from the report, which also shows 
that we export large quantities of dynamos to England, of 
telephones to Canada, or optical instruments to Germany and 
France, of stoves and ranges to Kongo and other tropical coun- 
tries, and of ice to Canada. 


The aggregate value of articles imported is shown by 
table 3 to have increased from 1,312 million dollars in 1909 
to 1,813 million in 1913; while the value of articles exported, 
as shown by table 6, has increased from 1,633 million to 
2,429 million dollars in the same period. Those desiring to 
learn the sources of any one of the 500 classes of articles im- 
ported or the points of destination of the 500 classes of articles 
exported may procure the same upon application to the su- 
perintendent of documents, Government Printing Office, Wash- 
ington, D. C., who sells tables 3 and 6 of Commerce and Navi- 
gation of the United States for 1913 at the nominal sums of 
30 and 35 cents each, respectively.

Salmon.—Undoubtedly one of the features of the 
canned salmon market during the past week has been the 
arrival of newly packed, fish from Alaska. Several thou- 
sand cases of pinks and chums have reached Seattle and 
been immediately shipped East. ‘There is a tip-top de- 
mand for chums at 70 to 72% cents. These are excep- 
tionally high prices for chums, but it is stated that the 
chums are running early in the North this year in some 
districts, and that the fish are especially high grade, very 
pink and choice. Pinks are selling at 75 cents, both tor 
spots and futures. One of the very interesting rumors 
heard in salmon circles here is that the Alaska Packers’ 
Association will open pinks at 80 cents this fall. This is 
probably no more than an idle rumor, for heretofore the 
Alaska Packers’ Association has never given out any ad- 
vance information as to what its opening prices are to 
be, and there is no reason to suppose that there will be 
any change in that policy this year. Furthermore, it 
would be extremely foolish for anybody to name open- 
ing prices on any grade of fish until sufficient time has 
elapsed to enable those naming prices to obtain a line on 
the size of the probable pack. While an 80-cent opening 
might be named, it is a safe bet that the Alaska Packers 
Association or anybody else ha smade up its mind not to 
put out any such quotation. The more conservative view 
is that the opening price will be around 75 cents. This is 
the price that many packers and brokers are advising 
their connections that is likely to be announced the Iat- 
ter part of August or early in September. Prices will 
probably not be named much before that time. 

Much interest centers around the water rates being 
quoted to the Atlantic Coast. As stated last week, one 
Coast salmon company is trying to obtain business on 
the Atlantic Coast on the basis of a 30-cent rate. None 
of the regular steamship companies will carry salmon at 
that rate. ‘The American Hawaiian Steamship company 
is quoting 40 cents, and Grace & Co. are out with a 37% 
cent rate, optional via Magellan or the Panama Canal. It 
is generally supposed that the company holding out the 
30-cent rate as an inducement to Atlantic Coast salmon 
buyers figures on obtaining sufficient business to warrant 
chartering a special vessel to move the fish. The rate 
that has prevailed on this business for a long time has 
been around 50 cents, but that was cut to 40 not long ago, 
and this has now been shaded by another carrier. 

New Red Alaska salmon will soon be down trom 
Alaska. Brokers are offering car lots of 1914 packed 


chums, pinks and reds, for July delivery. An effort will 
be made to obtain about $1.35 to $1.40 for the latter. 
Columbia River Chinooks are moving out briskly at 


$1.95, $2.10 and $1.25, respectively, for talls, flats and 
halves. All the higher grades of spot sockeyes and the 
odds and ends of reds are firmly held. 

Philip J. Brady, the Seattle broker, states that the 
trade may as well prepare itself for higher prices, for in 
his opinion salmon will not be as cheap this season as it 
was for the past two years. | 

The weather has been favorable in the Middle West 
and East for a heavy consumption of canned salmon. 

Advices received by W. F. McGregor of the Alaska 
Fishermen’s Packing Company, from the company’s su- 
perintendent in the Bristol Bay district, states that king 
salmon started running June 12th, much earlier tnan 
usual. Mr. McGregor also learned that the company’s 
cannery steamer, the North Star, went aground during a 
gale while she was on her way north from the Columbia 
River, and narrowly escaped being destroyed. The ves- 
sel had to put in for repairs. The superintendent found 
that the company’s canneries on Bristol Bay wintered 
without material damage of any kind. 


Nothing much has been done by Puget Sound can- 
ners yet. The fish have not commenced to run much. 
Operations will not get really going until about the 
middle of July. 

Columbia River shad packers have recently received 
a number of inquiries from New York for scattering lots 
of this product still held by river packers. Not much of 
the shad is left, but the recent advances on pink and 
chum salmon has helped the demand for shad from a 
certain trade which requires a cheap article. It looks 
now as though the shad packers might clean up beiore 
the new pack is available. While the Columbia River 
packers managed to dispose of a fairly large quantity of 
shad, the business has not been very profitable, and in 
all probability no extra efforts will be made to pack shad 
this year, although if the price is named for pink salmon 
which packers expect, shad prices will naturally follow 
along up and be more of a moneymaker than they have 
been. “SALMON.” 


Frederick, Md.—The Monocacy Valley Canning Co. has 
started the canning of peas, but the crop will be a short one 
because of the unfavorable weather conditions. Corn is the 
principal article handled. 


The Young Men’s Business League, Marshall, Ky., is ne- 
gotiating with Indiana Capitalists whereby they will erect a 
$30,000 canning factory here. 


Monticello, Ia.—Extensive repairs are betng made in the 
Monticello Canning Co. Over 400 acres of sweet corn has been 
contracted for, while carloads of box lumber, labels and cans 
are being received.

The trade confirming orders on new prices—Heavy foreign business continues 
—Good fruit growing weather insures fiine quality—The cherry crop dis-

San Francisco, Cal., July 2, 1914. 

Confirmations General.—The opening prices named by 
the California Fruit Canners’ Association have proved to be 
very acceptable to the trade, and confirmation of early orders 
have been general. Prices were just about what were ex- 
pected and conform favorably with the crop reports that have 
come in from time to time and the prices that are being 
paid by canners for stock. Spot fruits of last season’s pack 
are in exceedingly light supply and are so badly broken that 
a complete cleanup may be said to have been effected. except 
on peaches. Stocks of the latter are not heavy and consist of 
grades that are always good property. Not only has the 
domestic business on the new pack been very satisfactory, 
but the foreign demand has been very heavy as well. It is 
stated that some of the large packers have already made 
heavier sales for shipment to England than has ever been the 
case before during any one entire season. Saies made prior 
to the middle of June aggregated over one million cases, and 
the end of the business is not yet in sight. It is expected 
that the bulk of the shipments to Great Britain and the Con- 
tinent will go forward by way of the Panama Canal and with 
lower freight rates and lower prices generally the demand 
there is expected to show a great growth. : 

Fruits Doing Well.—The cool spring that has prevailed 
has been of great value to peaches, and other late fruits, 
as it has kept the trees in good shape and not forced the growth 
of the fruit. Warmer weather is now being experienced in 
the interior and fruit of a splenid quality is promised. The 
California peach crop will be heavy and the canned pack will 


probably be the largest on record. One of the most sig- 
nificant features of the demand for fruits from England this 
year is the increased attention that is being paid to peaches. 
In years past apricots and pears were greatly in the pre- 
ponderance in the shipments made to that country, four 
eases of these two fruits being sold to one of peaches. The 


latter fruit, however, has been steadily growing in favor and 
the low prices quoted this season has served to stimulate 
the demand to such an extent that thirty per cent. of the 
exports are expected to be peaches. A few freestones have 
been orderd, but practically all of the peaches from Cali- 
fornia that are consumed in England are clings. 


Apricots.—The prices named on apricots show more of 
a reduction than is the case on any other variety of fruit, due 
largely to the fact that last season the crop was very short and 
the high grades difficult to secure. The pack this year prom- 


ises to be large, but the demand to date has been such that 
it would occasion no surprise if early withdrawals were made. 
Considerable of the fruit offered to canners is spotted and 
will have to be used in packing the lower grades or dried. 


Packing in the interior has about come to an end, and is 
just commencing in the coast districts. It is estimated that 
sales of apricots for shipment to England alone have already 
aggregated 400,000 cases. 


Cherries.—No prices have been named as yet by the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Canners’ Association on cherries. The pack 
of this fruit in California has been very disappointing and is 
lighter than was thought likely a month ago. The crop was 
short in the first place, and unseasonable rains have occurred 
causing much of the fruit to crack, especially the Royal Annes. 
The pack of the lower grades is quite good, but quality goods 


are scarce. The association advises that prices will be put 
out as soon as the size of the Oregon pack can be estimated. 
In case the output from that State is up to expectations it will 
be possible to fill orders about in full. California interests 
have bought heavily of the cherry ¢rop in the Northwest, and 
in some instances the prices paid are the highest every re- 
ceived there. 

Pears.—The California pear crop will prove to be slightly 
larger than the estimates made a month ago, but will scarcely 
be normal, taking the State as a whole. The demand for 
this fruit for shipment green has been heavier than was an- 
ticipated and canners have been forced to pay top-notch prices 
for stock. Prices necessarily show an advance over last sea- 
son’s rates but the demand has been good and the estimated 
pack will be disposed of early. The higher rates have inter- 
fered to some extent with the demand from England, but 
about 300,000 cases have already been disposed of in that 
market. 

Asparagus.—Asparagus packing is at an end in Cali- 
fornia and packers will shortly be in a position to announce 
the volume of the output. As the season has been stretched 
out more than usual it is possible that the pack will be a little 
larger than that of 1913. The demand has been surprisingly 
good and some interests have withdrawn their heavy selling 
lines. Great care has been taken in putting up the pack this 
year and the quality of the canned article I have seen out is 
the best that has ever come to my attention. 


Salmon.—Word has been received from Alaska to the 
effect that the run of king salmon had commenced on June 
12th—much earlier than customary, and that the outlook was 
for a very heavy pack of fish. 


Experiments are to be made this season with packing 
Alaska red salmon in glass jars. Several shipments of jars 
have been sent North and fish packed in glass containers will 
be offered for sale next winter in several trade centers in an 
attempt to work up a demand. 


Coast Notes—The cannery bark Paramita, of the Bristol 
Bay Packing Company ,of San Francisco, is a wreck at Lost 
Harbor, Akun Island, Alaska, and her crew has returned 
home. While on her way North the vessel rrpped a hole in 
her bottom off Ugamok Island and the ship was headed for 
Unalaska, with all pumps working. Three days later, with 


the water steadily gaining, a fire broke out from lime that - 


formed a portion of the cargo and it was found necessary to 
beach here. L. A. Peterson, president of the packing compavy, 
was aboard. 

The run of salmon on the Columbia River is very heavy 
and local brokers have been advised that the pack to date is 
twenty-five per cent. greater than it was at this time a year 
ago. 

The Green Valley Canning Company has its plant at 
Graton, Cal., in operation this year under the management of 
Joseph Brush and is now busy on berries. Preparations have 
been made to make a large pack of. pears and this has 
already been disposed of.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Although this issue will be dated the 6th, it must of 
necessity go to the press on the 3rd, one day earlier than 
usual; and it will therefore, be received by many of our 
readers on the Glorious Fourth, 


Commercialism has so crept into our lives in recent 
years that the great occasion which this day commemor- 
ates is. often ignored, if not entirely forgotten. It 
marks an epoch in the history of the world that all na- 
tions, and not alone the United States, should hold in 
greatest reverence—the birth of individual and national 
freedom and liberty. True Americans will not fail to do 
honor to the day. 


In fact, a great awakening of all our people is today 
badly needed because individual liberty and freedom are 
rapidly disappearing under the influence of reformers and 
various kinds of aggitators. In every State and in all 
localities we find laws being enacted which set at naught 
the individual’s liberty and rob him of that freedom which 
the original Fourth of July intended he should enjoy. And 


on the other hand things are allowed which turn liberty 


into license and threaten the very existence of our great 
country. 


In this city we are face to face with an attempt to 
resurrect some old Blue Laws, enacted by fanatics back 
in the 18th century, but carefully preserved in the State’s 
codes ever since, and which prohibit the sale or distribu- 
tion of mlk and ice on Sundays, along with a whole string 
of other prohibited innocent and entirely personal mat- 
ters. A “holier than thou” district attorney has tried to 
compel the police to enforce these rulings, despite the 
immense suffering, -sickness and death that would cer- 
tainly follow the withholding of milk and ice from the 
children and poor of the city in the intense heat of sum- 
mer. This is only one of the extremes to which this 
abuse of liberty can go, but it should be sufficient to 
arouse all to the danger that confronts us. If ‘the majority 
always rules’ let us commence a campaign to have laws 
passed compelling every family to eat at least six cans 
of canned foods every week; or we may awake some fine 
morning to find that the majority have passed a consti- 
tutional prohibition against the manufacture and sale 
of canned foods. Equally as absurd things have been 


done, and are being done, though you may fail to 
realize it. 


With the first of July quite a few States brought 
into force Employers’ Liability Laws, and it is well there- 
fore for all canners to look into this question. In this 
issue we give the results of an investigation by Dr. A. W. 

sitting into the causes of accidents in canneries, with 
suggestons as to ways and means of avoiding them or of 
minimizing the dangers. Owing to the length of this 
article we are not able to give it in full this week, but 
sufficient is given to show how very interesting and all 
important this consideration is, and the balance will ap- 
pear next week. We suggest that by all means our 
readers carefully preserve their copies of this article; 
study it carefully and try to place their factories in line 
with its suggestions. “An ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure,” as any one will quickly realize when 


called to face a damage suit because of injury to one of 
the workers in the factory. 


In California, for instance, a commission passes upon 
the validity of the employe’s claim and the employer is 
assessed a certain amount to be paid the injured one dur- 
ing a fixed time, dependent upon the extent of the injury, 
and it may be over a period of years, and there is no 
redress but pay it. Insurance is being taken out to 
guard against this danger, but the packers must use 
every means in their power to place their factories in 
such conditon that the danger of accidents is of the 
smallest. One thing certain, is that if the insurance com- 
panies take the risk it will not be long before they will 
have inspectors in the factories with requirements more 
exacting than any now imagined. This is today the most 


important consideration before the industry and few sec- 
tions are now free from it, and those which are will soon 
be in line. 
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THE HARVARD ACCOUNT SYSTEM TO BE APPLIED 
TO GROCERS. 


A thoroughgoing, country-wide study of the retail grocery 
trade, in co-operation with the grocers themselves, has been 
undertaken by the Bureau of Business Research of Harvard 
University. A preliminary study, as a result of which this 
decision was reached, has already been made in Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island. This investigation will follow the 
same general lines as the university’s successful study of the 
retail shoe trade, which has been in progress since the fall 
of 1911, and for which detailed information has already been 
obtained from over 60 retail shoe stores in 26 states and 
Canada. The object is to collect real facts about business, the 
actual costs of retailing, and the policies adopted by retailers 
in handling their problems. 

For establishing standards a uniform system of accounts 
is essential. Hence such a system, similar to the Harvard 
system of accounts for shoe retailers, is being prepared for the 
grocery trade. In its preparation the advice of successful 
grocers will be followed. The cumulative experience of the 
Bureau of Business Research in its exhaustive study of the 
shoe trade and in its preliminary investigations of several 
other commodities will be utilized. The system will be prac- 
tical and sufficiently simplé for any retailer to use. It will 
be adapted for stores of all sizes. 

Stock-keeping methods and means for increasing the rate 
of turn-over will be studied. And there will be a compre- 
hensive inquiry into the other special problems of the grocery 
trade. 

Agents will be sent out to gather information directly 
from the retail grocers. When sufficient progress has-been 
made, a summary of the results will be published, as has been 
done for the shoe trade. Thus the experience of many grocers 
of varying degrees of ability will be summarized on a com- 
parable basis and standards set up for the practical assist- 
ance of each individual grocer. 

A good accounting system should, of course, enable the 
grocer to learn where he stands. The advantage to the 
grocer of using the uniform system of accounts provided by 
the bureau will be apparent when he realizes that, by com- 
paring his own results with the standards established through 
this inquiry, he will learn, what is even more essential, where 
he ought to stand. He can find out how his salesforce ex- 
pense, delivery expense, rent, and other expenses compare 
in percentage of net sales, with the normal percentage for re- 
tail grocers, and at what standards he ought to aim. Thus 
the individual grocer will be able to improve his own business. 
This has been proven by the experience of the shoe trade, 
where the Harvard system of accounts is becoming standard. 

The Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration 
has undertaken this study in order to obtain a deeper knowl- 
edge of present-day business methods to aid in the scientific 
teaching of business. It has no other axe to grind. It does 
not seek to show that retailers are getting an unwarranted 
profit nor to make any sensational disclosures. The work will 
be conducted with utter impartiality, as scientific, co-operative 
research. And the specific information obtained from each 
store will be treated as strictly confidential. The figures which 
will later be furnished to the trade for the benefit of all the 
trade will not in any way reveal the identity of the source of 
the figures. 

The greatest service of the university will be in the col- 
lecting, tabulating and publishing of figures and other infor- 
mation in such form that intelligent comparisons can be made 
by individual retailers. For doing this work the university 
has a particularly strategic position as a non-competing and 
trusted third party. The system of accounts and the pub- 
lished results of the research will be furnished absolutely free 
to all grocers who co-operate by giving the bureau their own 
figures.

As Brokers View The Market 


Latest information from many sections of the country 
as viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situation as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., July 3rd, 1914. 

The weather conditions this week were more favorable. 
The rain and the lower temperature will greatly help the 
crops that are now coming on, but they came too late to be of 
any benefit to the early crops, which, with the exception of 
string beans, have already been garnered. There will, of 
course, be the usual hot weather conditions that always pre- 
vail in this section during July and August, and upon the re- 
sults will depend the making or the marring of the crops that 
are harvested during the summer and fall months. 

Increased buying of spot tomatoes this week raised the 
hopes of the canners that a stronger market, with perhaps 
higher prices for them, is coming shortly. The buying orders 
were more numerous, and the average size of them larger, 
than in the week previous. The indications are that the mar- 
ket will be active again next week. 

With the prices for spots stronger, and the demand for 
them growing, there was sufficient incentive to cause a fairly 
active market this week for future tomatoes, and from now 
on there is likely to be increasing activity for the 1914 pack 
for deliveries scattered over the canning season, August to 
November. The question of obtaining factory, labor this sea- 
son in sufficient number without raising the cost is looming 
up again, and it is causing much concern to the canners lo- 
cated at country points. Taking into consideration the cost of 
everything that enters into the manufacture of canned toma- 
toes, the factory cost of the finished product this season will 
not be lower than it was last year. 

The strongest feature in other canned vegetables this 
week is string beans, and the activity in them is likely to 
continue. The weather conditions have been against them, 
and the early crop is now nearly all in. The fall crop is usu- 
ally an uncertain quantity, and does not come on until Septem- 
ber or October. There was during the week the usual demand 
for the new pack of all the other vegetables, and the market 
prices are firm. Increasing demand for spot sweet potatoes, 
and low priced corn is being cleaned up. Sauerkraut is a good 
seller at the low price. 

Excellent buying again this week of all small fruits. 
The low prices for white cherries caused liberal buying of 
them, and they are being widely scattered. Blackberries and 
raspberries are not overlooked. Strawberries are the strong- 
est article in berries, and the offerings are smaller than usual. 
Pineapples are moving out. The jobbers are buying future 
peaches, pears and apples, and they are worth attention at to- 
day’s prices. Gooseberries are a shade stronger. Very light 
pack of blueberries here. Look after your small fruits. 

Cove oysters are dull but firm as to prices.

L. L. Higgins, Sunnyside, Wash., is active in 
this new enterprise. 

Sumner, Wash.—The cannery of the Puyallup and Sum- 
ner Fruit Growers’ Association has commenced canning goose- 
berries. 

Seattle, Wash.—Owing to the labor troubles resulting 
from the employment of mixed crews in the canning factories 
of Alaska, the Sanitary Packing Co. will employ no foreigners 
this year, but instead will engage negroes. If the experiment 
is successful, it is presumed that all of the Alaskan canneries 
will follow suit. 

Bacon, Del.—The canning factory of the G. W. Stradley 
Co., together with two carloads of canned foods (last year’s 
pack), were destroyed by fire June 7th. The plant was valued 
at about $6,000, on which there was an insurance of $1,200. 
It is supposed sparks from an engine cuased the fire.

Officers are G. N. Childs, T. F. Fraw- 
ley and C. Schroeder. 

The Federal Packing and Preserving Co., Boston, Mass., 
has been incorporated with $20,000. J. Thurman, L. Joiles, 
C. Singer and others, incorporators. 

The Watertown Canning Co., Watertown, Wis., will oper- 
ate a warehouse. 

Hood River, Ore.—The Cloud-Newton Cannery is still 
complaining about the lack of adequate labor. Space has 
been provided for 130 girls and women, but only about 60 
have appeared at work. This has necessitated the shipping of 
part of the goods elsewhere to be handled,
